When 120,000,000 people can 
be m ade to bold such a belief progress has 
been made. 
The Ideal of a world at peace

struggle, m isdirected In som e instances and 
intelligently purposeful In others, has assum ­ 
ed the form of taking away offices from 
p a rtly and 
personalities associated with 
them for the greater part of a decade, It Ie 
inevitable that the result gives the appear­ 
ance of ignoring party lines. 
The appearance may be a deception, how­ 
ever. Too often It Is assum ed that the vote 
cast for a winning candidate reflects tho. 
strength of the party 
with which 
he is 
identified. In local politic*, this is a ques­ 
tionable deduction, 
particularly 
in cases 
where there is no com pact political m achine. 
Personalities and circum stance* have m ore 
to do with the successes and failures of can­ 
didates than party lines. 
Tho fact is th a t in cities which do not 
have 
powerful 
political 
m achines party 
Identification Is m eaningless. ThH Is m ore 
than ever true now that the two m ajor par 
tie* no longer are distinct entitle* in na­ 
tional politics. W hat does it m ean to be a 
Republican or to be a D em ocrat In 1933? 
Old principles have been shuffled and re­ 
distributed. U ntil new one* ar* form ulated 
and m ade effective, party lines will con­ 
tinue to be vague. 
In local politics they will be non existent, 
aside from purposes of political m achines. 
It Seama probable th a t voters will continue 
to dlsmla* the '‘Ins’* and Install the “outs.'* 
Cleveland will vote against the D em ocrats 
and Philadelphia will vote against the Re­ 
publicans when they are In office and re­ 
vers e the procedure Ht the next election. 
Party linos are not being obliterated by the 
voters; there are no party lines to obit te r 
at*.

Seek Croft Honor Roll Place 
E ast Liverpool, which has been on the 
Ohio honor roll In health seal sales for 
many years, thus contributing its share

against tuberculosis, will

ing pulpit appeals 8unday for support of 
th is hum anitarian m ovem ent. 
In the 16th roll call last fall, the city of 
hills and kilns, which heretofore has never 
tam e d a deaf ear to an appeal for relief of 
suffering, was alm ost at the bottom of the 
• ta ts list on tb s baal* of m em bership to 
chapter population. The city's percentage 
was m erely 1.40 com pared with 11.72 for 
8aiem , which headed the honor roll, and 
1.81 for W ellsville, the neighboring city, 
which was 14th in the list. E ast Liverpool's 
position It further em phasised by the fact 
th at Colum biana county, outside the Cer­ 
amic City, was 20th with a percentage of 
4.71. 
Aside from the worthy purpose of the 
Red Cross campaign, pride should prom pt 
E ast Liverpool to strive for a place near 
th e top of the honor roll in the forthcom 
lng cam paign In which 1,800 m em bers will 
be sought. Under the direction of Rev. A. 
H. O'Brien, the chairm an, 60 women will 
canvass 
business 
and residential zones, 
w hile m em berships will be sold In booths 
to 
be 
established 
in 
the vestibule* of 
churches and in the post office, stores and 
banks. 
Fifty cents out of each $1.00 m em ber­ 
ship will be retained for hom e se rrie s and

Using the argum ent th at liquor prices 
will be exorbitant under a legitim ate sale 
system , bootleggers are encouraging custo­ 
m ers to lay In supplies now. Their position 
Is n o r advantageous than It ever has been 
before. Unlicensed and unregulated, they 
are able, nevertheless, to carry on a prof­ 
itable business openly. 
W hen the 18th am endm ent actually is re­ 
pealed early 
In December 
their business 
will decline In direct ratio to the availabil­ 
ity of legally 
m anufactured 
and retailed 
beverages, If It is made relatively easy 
to buy such 
beverages 
a t 
a reasonable 
price, people engaged In Illegal traffic im­ 
m ediately will be m ade to feel that the 
need for their services has gone out of ex­ 
istence. 
Liquidation of so large an occupational' 
class will not be an easy m atter. Difficul­ 
ties encountered soon after state control of 
the liquor traffic begins will show clearly 
th at the effects of 13 years of national pro­ 
hibition are not going to be waved away 
by magic. 
In all probability, it will be 
years before any honest observer eau sur­

On July 2, th is year, 52 yea;s 
have elapsed since two pistol shots 
laid low the 20th P resident of th e 
United States in the old B altim ore 
& Potomac Railway depot in W ash­ 
ington. 
Jam es A. Garfield, then 
in his 49th year, had been a resi­ 
dent of the White House but 120 
days. 
Indeed, to be exact he had 
been under its roof but 112 days 
for he had then but returned from 
taking his wife, recovering from 
an attack 
of 
typhoid fever, 
to 
Long Branch. N. J. 
There on th* 
sea shore he had enjoyed eight day* 
with hey following an introduction 
to 
his 
administration 
that 
had 
been exceedingly trying in addi­ 
tion to the domestic physical han­ 
dicap that had been experienced 
by him in the long and unexpected 
illness of Mrs. Garfield. 
Although Jam es G. Blaine, then 
secretary 
of 
state In his cabinet 
and Robert T. Lincoln, son of Ab­ 
raham Lincoln, secretary of war, 
and cithers of his official family 
were within and without the depot 
on that memorable day in the hi?- 
tory of the country, there are now 
few survivor* of those who then 
heard the shot that w a, to p ro le 
mortal to President Garfield and 
which enabled Chester Allan Ar­ 
thur to become the 21st President 
of the United States. 
One of those yet living who heard 
the sound of the shots that brought 
finally to an end the life of Presi­ 
dent Garfield, then a resident of 
Maryland, has since 1H89. been of 
thoie who have resided in East Liv­ 
erpool. 
In W ashington that day, 
he having come Into the capital 
from hi* home in Rockville, Md., 
for a few h a irs stay. Richard L. 
Edmonston. 
long a Pottery City 
business man. happened to be near 
the depot at the moment when tho 
dissatisfied office-seeker, Charlet* 
J. Cuiteau. fired into the back of 
the President as he stood talking 
to Secretary Blaine. 
Mr. Edmonston distinctly heard 
these shot*, saw the resultant com­ 
motion and stood around while the 
wounded executive was returned 
to the White House and the wield­ 
er of the gun was captured on B 
street. 
It so happened subsequent­ 
ly that, about eight years later, Mr. 
Edmonston lot ated in East Liver­ 
pool, which happened to be the 
first Ohio town that formally greet­ 
ed the funeral train that carried to 
Cleveland the remains of President 
Garfield followed his later demise.

He thus ha* lived in the same 
city in which upon Hie day that 
the Gariielil funeral train passed 
through it an elm tree, yet stand­ 
ing and growing, was planted ju st 
off the railway at the foot of Jeffer­ 
son street. 
When he came to thl* 
locality the elm wa* an eight-year 
sapling. 
A m em ber ut a family that has 
a family t r e e -that extends back, 
•erne 8rto year* Mr. Edmonston is 
tile son of the late Edwin Owen* 
Ed moue Iou and Annie Viers Ed­ 
monston. 
On his paternal side he 
is of Scotch descent with perhaps 
a bit of Welsh ancestry. 
His ma­ 
ternal ancestors are said to have 
been French. 
His father was a farm er and bus­ 
iness man at Rockwell, Montgom­ 
ery county, 
Md., 
where he was 
horn. 
He was the second of seven 
children. 
He became tile only su r­ 
viving son. 
Ile long rem ained un­ 
der the paternal roof. 
He assisted 
in busine** departures in hi* home 
town in bis youth aud once he 
served as its assistau t postm aster. 
Then he developed an interest in 
photography. 
In this departure h* 
soon passed the am ateur stage. 
A finished photographer by th e 
tim e he cam e to East Liverpool he 
opened a studio initially in the 
First N ational Bank building w here 
he rem ained for three years. Then 
he 
removed 
to 
the 
Thompson 
building In the Diamond. 
T here 
he functioned for six years. 
It was 
in 1900 that he purchased 
property 
on East Fourth street w here he 
long m aintained a studio and for a 
Unu> lived. In later years he added 
to hts holding* by purchasing Jut­ 
ting property which enabled him 
to extend and enlarge the present 
T ravelers' hotel which he has di­ 
rected in year* following hi* dis­ 
continuance 
of 
his 
photographic 
business. 
In his years in the Pottery City 
he has been a Republican. As such 
he has served iu city council and 
taken an active part in th e dev el. 
opulent of the city. 
H is father on 
the contrary was said to have been 
a staunch D em ocrat 
The latter 
m aintained a large house and to it 
many of the leading men in W ash­ 
ington occasionally cam e on visita­ 
tions. 
The memory of Mr. Edm on­ 
ston recalls among these visitors 
U nited States Senator Daniel W . 
\ orhees of Indiana, one of the lead­ 
ing Dem ocrats of his day who was 
known throughout the country as 
the 
'Tall Sycam ore of the W a­ 
bash" by reason of his height aud 
the fact that he hailed from te rri­

Benjam in H arrison and th ereafter 
those of W illiam McKinley in 1896 
and 1900. 
It is singular in the case of the 
lam ented President Garfield 
th at 
he was in the W hite House but 
13 days following his return from 
a brief New Jersey vacation w ith 
his ill wife 
when 
he was shot 
down. 
Then taken back to it he 
suffered in it for 65 days when 
he also was taken to the New Je r­ 
sey shore. T here he survived but 
13 days thereafter. 
It was the destiny of P resident 
Garfield that he was to live but 
199 days following his taking the 
oath of office on March 4. 1891. Of 
these he was a well man but 129 
day*.

Many times during the Passion 


week, Jesus retired to this home of 


Lazarus, Mary and Martha. Always 


He found rest here with His true 


and interested friends, who had 


faith in Him. Martha who was the 


housekeeper, and Mary who was 


the dreamer, gave sympathy and 


reverent affection that eased His 


burden, when the world was hard 


on Him. By and by, He made a 


home for them in His eternal king­ 


dom,
